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Antenna Connections 
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AM ANTENNA 

The table radio has a built-in ferrite loop stick antenna for AM 
reception. Changing the radio's position can enhance AM reception. Place 
the radio in the position that gives you the best reception. 

EM ANTENNA 

The AC power cord is the EM antenna. To connect the power cord antenna, 
slip the spade lug at the back of the radio under one of the screw heads 
and tighten the screw. 

If you need to improve EM reception disconnect the spade lug. Then, you 
can attach an EM or VHE TV antenna to the screw terminals on the back of 
the radio. 

If you have an outside VHE TV antenna you can use a simple signal splitter 
to connect your radio and TV set to the same antenna. The local Radio 
Shack store has a wide selection of antennas and connectors. 
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Operation 
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Plug the radio AC power cord into a standard AC outlet. To operate the 
radio follow these steps. 

1. Turn the VOLUME control clockwise to turn on the radio. The tuning- 
dial light comes on. 

2. Set the FM/AM band selector to the desired band. 

3. Turn the TUNING control to the desired station. 

4. Adjust the VOLUME control to a comfortable listening level. 

5. Turn the TONE control to adjust the balance between the bass and 
treble . 

6. Turn the VOLUME control counterclockwise fully to turn off the radio. 
The tuning-dial light goes off. 
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Maintenance 
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The Realistic MTA-15 AM/FM Table Radio is an example of superior design 
and craftsmanship. The following suggestions will help you care for your 
table radio so that you can enjoy it for years. 

Keep your table radio dry. If it does get wet, wipe it dry immediately. 
Liquids might contain minerals that can corrode the electronic circuits. 

Use and store your table radio only in normal temperature environments. 
Temperature extreme can shorten the life of electronic devices and distort 
or melt plastic parts. 

Keep your table radio away from dust and dirt, which can cause 
premature wear of parts. 

Handle your table radio gently and carefully. Dropping it can damage 
circuit boards and can cause the radio to work improperly. 

Wipe your table radio with a dampened cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. Do not use harsh chemicals, cleaning solvents, or strong 
detergents to clean the radio. 

Modifying or tampering with the table radio's internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty. If the radio is 
not performing as it should, take it to the local Radio Shack store for 
assistance .
